WASHINGTON — All four 
career prosecutors handling 
the case against Roger Stone, 
aconfidant of President Don- 
ald Trump, asked to withdraw 
from the legal proceedings 
Tuesday — and one quit his 
job entirely — after the Justice 
Department signaled that it 
planned to reduce their sen- 
tencing recommendation for 
the president’s friend. 


The sudden and dramatic 
moves came after prosecutors 
and their superiors had argued 
for days over the appropriate 
penalty for Stone, and sur- 
faced what some career Justice 
Department employees say is 
more evidence that the his- 
torically independent law en- 
forcement institution is being 
bent to Trump’s political will. 

Jonathan Kravis, one of the 
prosecutors, wrote in a court 


filing he had resigned as an as- 
sistant U.S. attorney, leaving 
the government altogether. 
Three others — Aaron Zelin- 
sky, Adam Jed and Michael 
Marando — asked a judge’s 
permission to leave the case. 
Zelinsky, a former mem- 
ber of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s team, also indicated 
in a filing that he was leaving

Amy Klobu- 
char, a Midwestern moderate like 
the former mayor Buttigieg, was 
trailing in third place. It It was an 
unexpectedly strong showing for 
Klobuchar, who surged following 
a standout debate performance 
on Friday. 

“Tonight in New Hampshire, 
as everyone had counted us out 
even a week ago,” Klobuchar said, 
“T came back and we delivered.”
